On Our Recent Council/Staff Retreat 

As you know, I personally believe that all churches have the same mis- 
sion: to "make disciples of all nations." We talked extensively at the 
retreat about staying focused on our mission to "make disciples" and 
we talked about the distraction of becoming embroiled in denomina- 
tional politics. It may seem self-serving, but I honestly believe it is 
God-serving for us to think congregationally rather than denomina- 
tionally. After all, "we believe in the holy catholic church" which 
transcends all earthly denominations. We have always been pretty 
independent and I suspect we will always be pretty independent re- 
gardless of what our denominational alliance might be. 

On Faith Community's Future 

I have been asked a lot lately, "What is Faith Community going to 
do?" My standard answer is that "We are going to listen for God's 
call." I know that there is impatience on the part of some who want 
to know now what FCLC is "going to do." But you know what? The 
Bible speaks frequently about learning to "wait on the Lord." That is 
hard for an "I want answers now culture," but there is a lot of virtue 
in being careful and prayerful. 

People who may be relatively new to Faith Community may believe I 
am being evasive. People that have been around here for a number 
of years know that I am being consistent and our focus will continue 
to be our mission "to make disciples" and that we will always be re- 
luctant to allow ourselves to become embroiled in denominational 
politics. That is not avoidance; that is being mission -driven. As I said 
in a recent sermon, "Do you really think when we get to heaven that 
God is going to be concerned about whether we are Methodist, Baptist 
or Lutheran-and which "flavor" Lutheran? Or, do you believe that 
God is going to be concerned about whether or not we believed in the 
One who died on the cross for our sins?" Please, let's keep the "main 
thing" the main thing; knowing Jesus Christ as our personal Lord and 
Savior, and following the call to "Go make disciples!" 

On another note, it is no secret that our 7:45 AM service never 
"caught on" this fall. As I mentioned at our annual meeting last 
month, we maybe tried a little too hard to preserve a "dedicated" 
education hour. My guess is that an 8:00 AM, 9:30 AM (worship and 
Sunday School), and 11:00 AM schedule would have caught on, and 
that would make our schedule much less rushed!!! Do not get me 
wrong, I value education! But there is more than one way to value it. 
My dad's church had three Sunday school hours running concurrently 
with the 8:00 AM, 9:30 AM and 11:00 AM worship services. Was that 
ideal? No. Did it work? Yes. Life is rarely ideal. Now on the other 
hand, if someone has a million dollar check to hand us to get another 
building project started, then maybe we don't have to add a 3 rd Sun- 
day service-we can just expand the building. But in the meantime, 
like most large churches, we probably need three worship services on 
Sundays in order to make room for more worshipers. Praise God!

Studies indicate that churches have about six weeks to get new 
members involved; after that it is much harder because they will decide they are not needed, or they will slip into 
inactivity, or they will simply slip away altogether. While some people are "self-starters" and they quickly jump into 
church activities, most folks need encouragement and personal invitations to get involved . While the challenge of 
this task usually falls primarily on church staffs and councils, truly it is best if we all work together to welcome and 
encourage the involvement of our new members. Thanks for your help in this vital ministry!
